Rebel bombs tore two women to 
bits in the northern Spanish city 
of Irun today while the United 
States government, stunned by the 
bombing of an American destroy¬ 
er, dispatched stiff protests to 
Madrid and to the Fascist insurg¬ 
ents alike. 

In a vicious attack on long-de¬ 
fended Irun, rebel planes blasted 
great holes in the streets as the 
city was being evacuated en masse. 
Before the attack had begun, more 
than 4000 inhabitants had fled in¬ 
to France. 

“Keep Hands Off” 

On direct orders from President 
Roo.scvelt, now in the Middle-West, 
the state department demanded 
the fightir.g Spaniards keep their 
hands off United States ships. 

Although manifestly hopeful 
that no new incident of that char¬ 
acter will occur, navy department 
attaches said a commanding offi¬ 
cer’s first consideration was the 
protection of his ship and crew, 
and that he had full discretion to 
proceed in any manner he sees fit 
to insure that protection. Should 
the judgment of any of the com¬ 
manding officers of the five ships 
now in Spanish waters be that 
use of the ship’s guns is necessary 
in an emergency, he has full au¬ 
thority to re.sort to such procedure. 

Neither Target Hit 
The protests came after an un¬ 
identified airplane off the west 
coast of Spain had dropped bombs 
about the destroyer Kane, which 
replied with nine volleys from its 
anti-aircraft piece. Neither the 
Kane nor the airplane was hit. 

The commanding officer of the 
Kane was said to have acted on 
his own judgment in returning the 
fire of the unidentified plane which 
dropped bombs near his ship, and 
officers in Wa.shington generally 
l)rai.sed his action as highly 
creditable.

A strike of 2500 Orange county 
vegetable workers was averted to¬ 
day. 

Lucas Lucio, local consular rep- 
re.sentative, said action was taken 
Saturday night which will pre¬ 
vent launching of the proposed 
v.alkout. It was .scheduled for to¬ 
morrow. 

The strike-blocking action took 
the form of a decision to name a 
new’ wage arbitration board and 
to abide by its decision on the 
wage di.spute which was the basis 
of the strike threat. The terms of 
the present board expire today, 
said Lucio. 

To (ioiifer Again 

The new plan calls for each 
group - the Mexican field workers 
on one hand, and the Japanese 
vegetable growers on the other 
hand to name two candidates 
each for the new board. On 
Wednesday at 7 p. m. both groups 
will meet at Gonzales hall here 
and .select from this group of four 
the two members of the new board. 

Thu.s each group will have a 
representative on the hoard who is 
acceptable to the other group. A 
third member of the board will be 
selected jointly by both parties, 
Lucio said Thomas Barker, depu¬ 
ty state labor commissioner, will 
act as chairman of the board. 

Will ||’i.v Wage 

The new u .ard will make a 
wage award to the workers. Sat¬ 
urday night they and the growers 
agreed to abide by whatever fig¬ 
ure the board sets. The wage 
award will be effective as of Sept. 
1. It is expected the wage will 
be somewhere between 25 cents an 
hour the offer of the growers 
and liO cents, demanded by the 
workers. 

Members of the present board, 
whose terms expired today, are 
Stuart Strathman, Placentia, rep¬ 
resenting the growers, and Dr. 
Graham Hunter, pastor of the 
Methodist church at Fullerton, 
representing the workers.

One of the country’s leading 
paper manufacturers, \^itlng was 
appointed to succeed Herbert 
Hoover when the latter resigned 
as head of the commerce depart¬ 
ment. He served in President 
Calvin Coolidge’s cabinet from 
Aug. 21, 1928, to March 4, 1929. 

Whiting became a friend of 
Coolidge when the latter was 
mayor of nearby Northampton. 
He was known as one of the first 
"Coolhige-for-President” men.

The body, clad in pajamas, was 
found by. Magnuson when he en¬ 
tered to bring Ickes his breakfast. 
The bullet entered the temple 
above the right ear and emerged 
from the top of the head. 

Dispute Over Note 

Winnetka police had reported to 
the Chicago coroner there was a 
note written by Ickes, but Ser¬ 
geant Lewi.s .said he had not found 
any communication. 

The sergeant .said Ickes had 
been in ill health and recently suf¬ 
fered from severe headaches. He 
was under a phy.sician’s care, and 
the gardener had been taking care 
of Ickes. There was no one else In 
the home at the time of the 
tragedy. 

Ickes was treasurer and princi¬ 
pal owner of the General Printing 
Company in Chicago.

Federal Agency To 
Expand Service As Spur 
To Construefion 

It only needs a spark to set off 
a building boom that will be heard 
around the county. 

Developments today indicated 
that the housing shortage gripping 
Santa Ana is virtually as severe 
in all portions of Orange county. 
From P’ullerton in the north to 
Newport-Balboa in the south a 
definite need for rentable houses 
is being felt. 

Mrs. Zclda Oxarart, head of the 
Orange county better housing 
plan, said today that letters had 
been received at her office from 
Chambers of Commerce in every 
city in the county except Laguna 
Beach, requesting that representa¬ 
tives of the federal housing loan 
office here be stationed in cham¬ 
bers throughout the county to ex¬ 
plain the federal loan plan to pros- 
I pective builders. 

I To Expand Project 

Mrs. Oxarart revealed plans to 
expand the housing program to 
embrace the county, due entirely, 
.she said, to the number of people 
wanting to build, and wanting in¬ 
formation on loans. 

Contractors, builders and loan 
officials predicted today that the 
increase in building permit totals 
I tliroughout the county, explained 
by federal relief building pro¬ 
grams, would continue, as the 
pinch of housing shortage is felt. 

I Even beach cities, customarily 
faced with a slack period after 
1 labor day, have indicated that suit- 
I able hou.ses for year-round occup- 
! ancy will be scarce this winter. 

Winter Building 

The Newport-Balboa and Hunt¬ 
ington Beach Chambers of Com¬ 
merce have written to the housing 
program headquarters here that 
they are unable to fill requests for 
information on federal housing 
leans, and have asked for repre¬ 
sentatives from this office. 

Newport, Huntington Beach and 
Laguna all have inaugurated plans 
for a winter building program, it 
was revealed today. Nature of the 
plans will be announced sometime 
in September. 

In Santa Ana private residence 
building is definitely on the up¬ 
grade, as builders report a con¬ 
siderable demand for moderately 
priced homes.

Bullets and Ballots 


"^rOT SATISFIED with shooting 16 plotters, the Soviet 
s government has demanded that Norway expel Leon 
Trotzky as the ringleader of the plot. No doubt the 
Soviets would like to shoot Trotzky also. 

There was a pretty good reason for shooting the 16 
conspirators, however. Those foolish individuals had de¬ 
cided to shoot Dictator Stalin, their companion. Stalin, 
who rose to power with bullets, simply ordered a few 
more fired, and the 16 were killed. 

Bullets put the Soviet in power in 1917. Bullets have 
kept them in power ever since. Neither Nero nor Na¬ 
poleon was more powerful in his own nation than the 
dictators of Russia. 

No true democracy can be kept alive with bullets. 
That food is nourishing only where there are extremes 
of government, such as Communism or Fascism. 

Our system of balloting in America has its draw¬ 
backs. A great many incompetents get into office. But 
it at least gives those who are governed a chance to take 
a hand in that government without fear of being shot.
